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ABSTRACT 

The 468 libraries in Rhode Island (public, academic, 
school, and special) are all sef;king to give optimum access to 
information to their users. The chief new component of the Five-Year 
Program presented i.s the development of ways to reach those vTho are 
not now library users at the same time that services to the current 
patrons are improved and strengthened. This particularly refers to 
those who have not sought out libraries because they have lacked 
advantages in a variety of ways. The program calls for a continuance 
and strengthening of the five Interrelated Library Systemii and the 
Statewide library networks already established. The new efforts 
delineated in this five-year program are: (1) selective acqnisition, 
(2) special services to pre-school children, (3) a statewide network 
of services to the homebound, (4) library services for economic 
advancement, (5) libraries as a focus of continuing education and (6) 
the training of para* prof ess iona Is for work in libiarlcs. (Other

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P REFACE

Men must think in order to have meaningful lives. To 
think effectively, men must communicate, and this includes 
access to all recorded communication!

Libraries in Rhode Island have a long history since 
the State was colonized early. Total, adequate library 
service to all citizens has yet to be achieved, however. 

The first seven years of the existence of the 
Rhode Island Department of State Library Services were 
Standards oriented. The law provides for this; the need 
is there to bring the many below-standard public libraries 
up toward at least State standards; and to improve service 
by the Improvement in staffs, materials* hours open, and 
facilities. 

The shift now in the LONG-RANGE PROGRAM here presented 
is to a Service oriented emphasis. With such strengths as 
exist, with added capacity as we grow together, and building 
on the cooperation already set in motion in 1968 with the 
Statewide library network, it is planned that the nest 
five years show a direction toward improving the services 
given now, developing new and viable services, and especially 
seeking out target groups of those x^ho have not up until now 
used library services at all or to their optimum. 

It is with confidence that the planning that went into 
this long-range program will result in better total library 
service to the people of Rhode Island that this program is 
submitted.

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SUMMARY 



Information ^.ommunlcated is the essence of library service. The 
four hundred and sixty-eight libraries in Rhode Island (pviblic^ academic* 
8chool» and special) are all seeking to give optimum access to information 
to their users. 

The chief new component of the FIVE YEAR LONG-RANGE PROGRAM here 
presented is the development of ways to reach those who are not now 
library users at the same time thai: services to the current patrons are 
liiproved and strengthened. This particularly refers to those who have 
not sought out libraries because they have lacked advantages in a variety 
of ways. 

The program calls for a continuance and strengthening of the five 
Interrelated Library Systems and the StateTd.de library network already 
established. A special ten-year evaluation of this network is planned for 
fiscal 1974. 

The present programs for library service in State institutions and 
for the blind and handicapped are also to be continued and upgraded. 

The new efforts delineated in this five-year program are briefly 
listed as follows: 

Selective Acquisition 

Special Services to Pre* school Children 

A Statewide Network of Services to the Homebound 

Library Services for Economic Advancement 

Libraries as a Focus of Continuing Education 

The Training of Para-professionals for Work in Libraries 

The full cooperation of libraries In programs designed to erase 
Illiteracy; the continuing implementation of a public library construction 
program; and a steady effort to promote interlibrary cooperation are also 
part of the program. 

A continuing evaluation is to be a part of this effort* with the 
long-range program considered a viable and continually developing document 
to be monl*«ored by miles toning and changed by analysis. 

The needs of the State as a Ld?irary Conmnmlty will continue to be 
studied by the State Advisory Count 11 on Libraries which assisted in the 
preparation of this program as presented » and by the key library personnel 
and as many Interested citizens as can reasonably be involved. 

It is to be hoped that the planning indicated in this FIVE YEAR 
KXfG-RANGE PROGRAM FOR LIBRARY SERVICES serves to improve^ expand» and 
innovate library services for every citizen of Rhode Island. 
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BACKGROUND AND ^TATUS 

PU RPOSE With the encouragement and educational input of the U.S. 

Office of Education, each of the State library agencies is 
taking a long look at its program, with the prospect of imple- 
menting needed change. 

The Rhode Island State Library agency, the Department of 
State Library Services, came into beihg in 1964$ made a radical 
change from public library service assistance to a concept of 
total library service involving all types of libraries in 1967; 
arid has already planned for a ten-year review in 1974. The 
Five Year Long-Range Program now required, therefore, fics well 
with the planning needs of this State. 

The fo.'' lowing Five Year Long-Range Program here submitted 
to the Governor reflects the Input of many library and non-library 
persons and is to be considered a live, changing document which 
is to undergo continuing evaluation over the period cf 5.ts life- 
time and beyond. 

G EOGRAPHY Rhode Island - a State equivalent in size to a county, and 

with a population of a large city - is faced with needs unique 

to its geographical layout,! Despite its size as the smallest 
State, it has a long coastline and three island communities. 
Because of its area, no one point in the State (with the excep- 
tion of New Shoreham) is much more than an hour from any other 
point. Therefore, any planning for Rhode Island should be done 
with these facts of geography in mind, and, in many instances, 
considering the State as a totality. 

In 1964, under the impetus of the Library Services and 
Construction Act, a law was passed by the General Assembly of 
the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations creating 
a Department of State Library Services.^ This, for the first 
time, permitted a strong library agency for the development of 
public library services, with some mention of cooperative library 
services. The 1967 amendment to the General Laws of Rhode Island 
greatly strengthened the cooperative aspects and created inter- 
related library systems. The key to the Department's planning 
is this interlocking network of five interrelated library systems. 
This system approach has worked well, and since 1968 this inter- 
related network has upgraded library service all over the State. 
Through telephone and teletype, every person in Rhode Island, 
through his local, participating library, has access to the 
resources of other libraries, to Special Research Centers at 
Brown University, the University of Rhode Island, and Rhode 
Island College, and to a number of public school and private 
school libraries, which have chosen to participate. Prom the 
Principal Public Library (Providence Public Library) this tele- 
type network reaches out far beyoud the State's boundaries. The 
major emphases of this beginning program were development and 
services, with development taking first place since so many 
public libraries fell far below standards. Nevertheless, citi- 
zens have begun to receive Improved services by way of local 
Improvement and shared expertise and materials* 
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A special library problem, that of multiple* library cities 
and towns, has been largely overcome since 1964. In that year, 
Rhode Island had 76 separate public libraries In 39 cities and 
towns. Through consolidation, the number of libraries has been 
reduced to 48 public libraries. This number will again be reduced 
In 1972, and the goal Is one strong, functional local library ^ 
system In each city or town, coordinating yithin the Intertelated 
systems, and, where possible, consolidating in sub-sys tenia. Thr^e 
towns (Exeter, West Greenwich, and Gloces^er - total population 
10,246) decided to wlthdifaw after a year in the Statewide library 
program, rather than to meet minlitial standards in a Timetable 
promulgated beginning in 1965 from Standards for Public Llbtarles 
adopted by the Rhode Island Library Association. 3 The special 
library needs of the people in these towns are fumlehed by the 
Regional Library Centers, which receive a per capita grant-ln*ald 
to give this service when requested. 

An examination of tables of comperable statistics covering 
the years 1964 through 1971, plu^ information from annual reports 
submitted by public libraries, does show some improvement, chiefly 
in hours open, local per capita support, and the upgrading of 
library staffs. The current table indicates some measure of the 
distance yet to go.4 

Before an asaessment of needs, problems, and opportunities 
in developing comprehensive library services in Rhode Island can 
be made, some attention should be directed to the needs and 
problems of the public libraries themselves which have been 
assigned the key role in helping to allay these needs. 

' i 

PUBLIC A look at the public 'libraries will reveal that these 

LIBRARY NEEDS agencies have development needs to meet before they can effec* 
tlvely deal with all the needs of their communities. From 
information received in Annual Reports from each participating 
library in the State, the libraries' personnel needs are recorded 
as 173 more staff menibers.S xhe figure is derived from the ALA 
minimum standard of one full-*tlme library staff member for each 
2,000 population served » The public libraries also need 521,190 
more volumes than they presently have. This data is also compiled 
from a combination of information received in Annual Reports and 
based on the ALA minimum standard of 2.2 books per capita. In 
most of the libraries, non-book material (audio -visual » realia, 
etc.) is either confined to record collections or is totally 
non-existent. An estimate on facility requirements is lacking. 
However t a quick survey will show that present library facilities 
are» in many cases, inadequate. 

MEEDS OP The needs » problems, and opportunities for library service 

THE STATE AS A reveal similarities to those of other States; yet are» in some 
LIBRARY wayst unique to the growth and development of this small State. 

OOMMOHITT On a national scale, the total State '^a likely to be considered 

as part of the megalopolis extending from Boston to Iilashlngton. 

Still » a nuaiber of comnunities such as Burrillvllle» Foster, 
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Hopklnton, and Little Compton have their own point of view in 
which they consider themselves partly rural. The former mill 
villages and other separate sections of municipalities still 
retain a surprising identity in this part of New England as 
evidenced by the fact that up until a year ago there were 
eight separate libraries in the City of Wan/lck, and in the 
not distant past theire were four libraries in West Warwick 
and six in Cranston. Tiie three island communities must gear 
for exLta heavy service during the suimner months. New Shoreham 
has a year-round population of 500 which expands to about 7,500 
during June, July, August, and Septesiber. A similar x'ise is 
experienced on Conanicut and Prudence Islands. 

Ethnic early settlers in the State tended to settle along 

the coast and as a result Rhode Island has a number of small 
coastal cities and towns which rely on the ocean for economic 
survival. These cities and townee also attract Immlgrantd from 
the same type of environment. The largest group is the 
Portuguese. There is a steady annual immigration of these 
people to Rhode Island from mainland Portugal as well as from 
Portuguese Island possessions, and these people bring a long 
and rich heritage from many diverse cultures. The Cape Verdeans 
and Canary Islanders have an Af ro-Europeau culture while those 
from the Azores and the Caribbean areas have developed from a 
different cultural root. An examination of the Portuguese in 
Rhode Island shows that, as a group, they integrate quite easily 
and have a rapid upi^rd mobility. Tet there is a need by first- 
generation Fortugu^dse immigrants for English as a Second Language 
and economic opportunity. 6 The people of Portuguese extraction 
constitute about 14% of the total population of the State 
idiereas other minority rnd ethnic groups are in lesser propor-* 
tion. Statistics show that Blacks constitute less than 4Z of 
the population and are in every section of the State. 7 starjtlng 
about 18 months ago, a new wave of mlgrstion was noticed in the 
State. Spanish-speaking people are leaving the big urban centers 
of other States and are settling in the small coastal towns of 
Rhode Island. The northern end of the State has another group 
which is ethnically Isolated. These people are of Fren<&h- 
Canadian extraction. In addition, Rhode Island has a number 
of other ethnic groups; Italians, Polish, and Ukrainian's are 
some, with even a few American Indians. Thus, ethnic isolation 
and need for English as a Second Language, as well as functional 
illiteracy, require special assistance from libraries. In spite 
of certain identifiable enclaves, the ethnic and minority 
populations anpear in an amazingly scattered pattern in 
Rhode Island. o This leads to the conclusion that an attack 
on the problems of serving these people through libraries can 
beat be approached within each System. 

ttm Nwy Another group which far too often is placeJ in a minority 

or outcast position consists of the thousands of Navy families 
in the State. A table excerpted from the Annual Report by the 
Navy in the Rhode Island Area for 1971 shows a breakdown of where

the Navy personnel are located In the State. ' A great ninnber 
of young enlisted men who marry their neighborhood sweetheart 
are too often disillusioned when they are forced to live in 
sub-standard housing and exist on a poverty level. A Seaman 
3rd Class at the maximum E4 pay scale makes $3,144 per annum. 
If he is married and has one child, his income is Just at the 
"cutoff" indicating poverty.-'^ Rhode Island has the Newport 
Naval Base on one side of Narragansett Bay and the Naval Air 
Station at Quonset Point and the Seabee Center at Davlsvllle 
on the other side. Both the Air Station and the Seabee Center 
are in the Town^of North Kingstown. It is significant that 
Newport, Mlddletown, and North Kingstown are three of the 
towns in Rhode Island needing the highest percentage of low 
income housing. Newport needs 945 low income units which 
would be 9.3% of the households in the City. Mlddletown s 
needs are even greater. There 10.3% of the households need 
low Income housing, and over in North Kingstown, 8.2% of the 
househr Ids need low income units. 

Still another concern in Rhode Island is the low level 
of literacy. The average expenditure pter papil is $983, and 
Rhode Island is ranked 7th in the nation on )?et pupil expendi- 
ture. 12 Slightly ov«.r 13% of the elementary and secondary 
school children in Rhode Island are enrolled in non-public 
schools. 13 Despite these factors, the dtopout rate of high 
school students is about 22%. Ti\e Oediaa school years 
completed in Rhode Island is 10.2»14 the literacy level In 
Rhode Island ranks the State 37th In the roster of the States. 
The cooperation of every public library with the public schools 
on a Right to Read effort (assistance toward ability to read) 
should be a concern throughout the State. 

The Rhode Island Department of Bducatlon has recently 
been mandated to accept responsibility fpr the education of 
children at three years of age. Other agencies have stated 
that education should start at the age of 18 months. The 1570 
census gives a count of 76,035 children undwr the age of five 
years in Rhode Island. 15 Early Childhood Education is a 
national priority and a definite need In Rhode Island. 

Swinging to the other end of the scale, we £lnd that 15% 
of the population is over 60 years of age and that ^er 5^00 
people are confined to nursing or convalescent homts.io There 
is a need for library servii 's to the elderly and to the 
homebound. 

As briefly mentioned earlier, low income housing Xb a 
pressing need in Rhode Island. Some 29,441 families in the 
State live in substandard housing. There is also a need for 
9,855 low incoae family units in the State, shich would lAdude 
special low .lacome housing needed for the elderly. l' 
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A most pressing need in Rhode Island is employment. The 
average unemployment rate in some areas of Rhode Island is 11 •4%. 
Tills is almost twice the national rate. Of the population of 
the State 9 10.4% Is classed as poor, and more than 12% of the 
population receives some sort of public assistance Through 
proper programs, the public library can help allay some of these 
needs • 

Handicapped Some other needs and problems exist In the areas of the 

blind. Institutionalized, handicapped, and similar groups. 
There are 8,547 chronically ill, 18,837 persons being treated 
for some sort of mental Illness, and 1,765 blind persons in 
Rhode Island The blind in Rhode Island are almost all 
identified and are served well by the Regional Library for the 
Blind and Physically Handicapped located within the Department 
of State Library Services. Contact has been made with other 
agencies, and attempts are being made to reach all the physically 
handicapped vlthln the State. 

Commnication Two factors that xrork extremely well toward solutions of 

and library . problems in Rhode Island are the geography (which means 

Information that a great many of the library personnel, as well as others, 
meet and communicata easily) and, secondly, that Interrelated 
library systems began with the concept that each System be con- ' 
sidered a totality in planning. Public libraries, school media 
centers, academic libraries, and special libraries are to be 
considered in the planning of each System as well as in planning 
for the State ae a whole. (In 1970, Bryant College moved to the 
Town of Smithfield in the Northern Interrelated Library System. 
Mien Rhode Island Junior College makes its expected move to the 
City of Warwick in the fall of 1972, there will be academic 
resources in each System.) 

Since 1965, there has been a continual updating of informa-* 
t ion and resources for each public library in the State. At 
the start of a fiscal year, each participating library has to 
file an application for its Grant-*in-*Aid.20 On this application, 
the library must state how the money will be spent and how much 
per capita public support the library is receiving from its 
local city or town. Before the second half payment of the 
Grant-ln-*Ald is made, each library must file a Semi-Annual 
Report. 21 This report shows how they have spent monies and 
some of the services they have been performing for their com- 
nnmities. At the end of the fiscal vear, each participating 
library must file an Annual Report. This report is a ibore 
detailed accounting of either their performance or non-performance. 
These are three data gathering tools that the Department uses, 
and they are currently under revision. 

In addition, there is a monthly Systems Meeting which 
involves key Department staff and the Directors and Coordinators 
of the five Interrelated Library Systems. These meetings permit 
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both written and verbal rcrorti^ to be given on the Systems* 
progress. At least once a yr?i all the academic library 
Directors are Invited co join In with the Systems heads and> 
at least once a year^ public librarians from libraries not 
designated as Systems Centers are invited to a Systems meet* 
ing. The Chief of the Division of Planning and Developmctnt 
meets once a month with the five Coordinators » and additional 
information is exchanged. This year school library personnel 
will take part in a Systems meeting at the State level. All 
types of libraries have been involved in meetings at the 
System level. 

Data is supplied by Departmental staff when they make 
field visits or go out as a consultant. After each visit, 
these staff members write a Field Trip Report. 23 

Further facts and information are supplied to the Depart- 
ment in various ways. Since 1962, an annual Table of Comparable 
Statistics has been compiled. An analysis of these statistics 
will again show how a library is performing and toward what 
areas its major efforts are directed. From time to ttmG» the 
Department asks the libraries or the Systems heads for special 
reports to show how the libraries are meetir?T the special needs 
of their communities. This fiscal year public libraries were 
asked to report on their estimated expenditures o^^ funds on 
the following five National Priorities: Early Childhood 
Education » Drug Abuse Education » Rl^ght to Read, Environmental 
Education » and Ethnic or Cultural Isolation. This year, also, 
the Coordinator of each Interrelated Library System was 
required to visit and create a written profile of each public 
library in the System. 24 

The data flow in Rhode Island is a two-way communication 
channel. The public libraries keep the Department informed of 
the needs and problems of their communities » and the Department 
keeps the libraries running on the right track for national and 
State priorities. 



Within the framework of the few brief months from the 
inception of the Statewide Library Planning and Evaluation 
Institute » the Department has sou^t advice and information 
from the State Advisory Council on Libraries and has had the 
closer consideration of a smaller committee from this Council; 
has worked with the Advisory Board of Library Commissioners in 
regard to piano ing; has fully discussed initial work on the 
Long-Range Program with the Budget Off ice; and has sought the 
advice and cooperation *of top planning personnel in the 
Rhode Island Department of Education. The USOE Regional Program 
Officer from Regia/i I has been given an opportunity to meet 
with the Srate Advisory Council during deliberations on the 
planning. 

Key representatives of the library profession in the State 
have been involved. At the May» 1972 Annual Meeting of the 
Rhode Island Library Association an overview of the Program was 
given to the memberstilp. A panel discussion with the Regional 
Program Officer as Resource Person provided for continuing 
contribution to the Program. 
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The Department is assisted in overall policy matters by its 
Advisory Board of Library Commissioners, established under the 
1964 library legislation. Besides advising the Director, it 
can act as a board of review and appeal, and serves "as representa- 
tives of the people in securing a comprehensive program of free 
public library services in the State." 

In the course of planning, various alternatives had been 
considered regarding objectives and projects and the alternative 
deemed most likely to succeed in achieving goals was chosen. 

Sm^M T 4^ outlined above, needs assessments have been carried 

MEASUREMENT on since the inception of the Department through reports, 

surveys, field trips , meetings , profiles, and a consensus of 
professional opinion. The constraints of time and funding 
preclude a formal, external needs assessment of users and non- 
users before the key year of the ten-year survey planned for 
fiscal 1974. 

The Inadequacy of library service at all levels and for 
all population groups has resulted in the master goal. The 
sub-goals represent sectors of service to population groups 
clearly identified within each System. Criteria for identify- 
ing the disadvantaged are listed in the document. Needs, goals, 
and objectives were arrived at with the assistance of the 
State Advisory Council on Libraries. Governmental goals at 
the top State level are in the process of formulation - Goals 
and Polic iea For the Development of Rhode Island . 

Althougji Rhode Island has been developing its own indicators 
for measurement, it is voicing a strong need for regional and 
national Indicators and Intends to cooperate in the development 
of these. New State Standards for Public Library Service 
currently being developed will assist In measurement. 

With this brief review of the past and present status of 
library service, planning, and conmunication, the stage is set 
for future planning. 
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GOAL To achieve an Improvement of the use of information (in its broadest 
sense) for citizens of all ages, through libraries. 



This overall goal must encompass an Implementation of goals set by 
law at both the State* and national-f levels. 



STATEMENT OF POLICT. The general assembly hereby declares it to be 
the policy of this state that free public libraries are essential to 
the general enlightenment of citizens in a democracy; that such free 
public libraries shall provide for the cultural,; educational, informa- 
tional and research needs of all citizens; that such free public 
libraries are an Integral part of the educational system at all levels 
and d source for vocational information and continued learning following 
the period of formal education; and that it is the responsibility of 
government at all levels to provide adequate financial support for all 
such free public libraries. The general assembly further declares it 
to be the policy of this state to coordinate on a cooperative basis 
the resources of academic, free public, school and special libraries 
to meet the expanding needs of all citizens and that it is the respon- 
sibility of government at all levels to provide adequate financial 
support to coordinate library resources throughout the state for im- 
proved library services to all citizens.

9. To continue and eacpand library services to the physically 
handicapped » Including an additional effort to identify 
persons needing the special services. 

10. To continue the expansion of library services in State 
Inititotiona with emphasis on quality. 

11. To develop leadership and expertise on phases of library 
operations at the State level.

System planning and cooperative efforts will be emphasized 
now that most multiple library cities and towns have moved to 
consolidate their efforts into a single service for each 
municipality. 

Each Interrelated Library System will continue to upgrade 
the conwunity libraries in its System in order that they may 
be Joined together as strong units. 

The State-Pederal increase in the grant-in-aid to Cities 
and Towns was predicated on an effort of the conmunlty libraries 
to move ahead in planning and performance to offer library 
services which reflect the National Priorities.

EVAmATION 



Evaluation of the State's Long-Range Program will be based 
on the CIPP Evaluation Model. The data gathered by the Department, 
through established methods, and through the Introduction of new 
methods such as In the DELPHI Technique, will be organized, 
analyzed* reported, and administered to provide a positive basis 
for decision making. The following four pages represent CIPP eval- 
uation models which will be basic to continuing evaluation. 

The advice of the State Advisory Council on Libraries and of 
the Regional Program Officer will be sought in each successive 
revision and in the continuing evaluation. Key librarians and lay 
people througihout the State will also be solicited 'for advice and 
information and the response of the several library associations 
will be sought. 

Funds, according to our means » will be provided in each fiscal 
year for a proper and meaningful evaluation of the State Program, 
in cooperation with Community Planning*-Area Development personnel 
at the University of Rhode Island. A special budget request will 
be made for fiscal 1974 for funds for a ten-year evaluation of the 
total library program; this will permit an in-depth review which 
would be of value as we plan for the next decade.

The Department of State Library Services 

(Officially Designated State Library Administrative Agency) 

of the State of Rhode Island , hereinafter called the 

State Agency, hereby agrees and assures that this Basic State 
Plan which serves as an agreement between State and Federal 
Governments under the Library Services and Construction Act, as 
amended, for which Federal funds are being requested for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 19 72 ^ will be administered In accordance 
with the following provisions: 
1. The State Agency: 

a« assures that it will administer, or supervise the admini- 
stration of, the programs authorized by the Act; and has 
adequate fiscal and legal authority to do so. (See 
appended Certificate of Legal Authority.) 

b. assures that It has provided for such fiscal control and 
fund accounting procedures as will assure proper disburse- 
ment of, and accounting for. Federal funds paid to the 
State under the Act (Including any funds paid by the 
State to any other public or private nonprofit agency 
under this Basic State Plan). 

c. assures that It will submit to the Office of Education, 
and otherwise make public (1) the State's long-range 
program on or before June 30, 1972, and (2) the. State's 
annual program on or before July 1 of each fiscal year. 



Both programs will be developed In consultation with the 
Office of Education, and with the advice of the State 
Advisory Council on Libraries. 

assures that any funds paid to the State In accordance 
with a long-range program and an annual program shall be 
expended solely for the purposes for which funds have 
been authorized and appropriated. 

assures that It wlU make such reports. Including reports 
of evaluations. In such form and containing such Informa- 
tion as the Commissioner may reasonably require to carry 
out his functions under the Act, and to determine the 
extent to which funds provided under the Act have been 
effective In carrying out Its purposes, 
assures that It wlU keep such records and afford such 
access thereto as the Commissioner may find necessary to 
assure the correctness and verification of all reports 
submitted to him. 

assures that It will establish and specify In the State's 
long-range program Its poUdes, priorities, criteria 
and procedures necessary to the Implementation of all 
programs In which the State will participate under the 
provisions of the Act. which are Incorporated by reference 
herein. 

assures that it will set forth In the State's loqg-range
